CHOOSING A RÜLER 


Ferry, Sadl-Camot, DeFreycinet Band 
Brisson Contesting For the 
Presidency of France. 


Pabis, Deo. 3.—There wss serious 
rioting last night in Place de Ooncord. 
A mounted guard charged the crowd, 
who replied with revolver shots. 
The 
infantry came and dispersed the crowd. 
The theatres were deserted last night. 
A large crowd assembled at bank De- 
posit yesterday, hooting and bowling. 


VKKSAmLBs, Deo. 3.—As decided yes- 
terday the senate and house of deputies 
met here to day to choose a successor to 
President Grevy. 


The first trial ballot by the senators 
and deputies of the left to-day for a can- 
didate for president resulted: 
Ferry, 
200; De Freycinet, 193; Brisson, 81; 
Sadi-Oarnot, 69; Saibscor, 7. 
During 
the taking of the first ballot M. Pelletan 
made an address to a number of depu- 
ties who congregated outside of the 
chamber, advocating the election of 
Sadi-Oamot, thereby uniting all repub- 
lican votes. 
Several of the deputies 
rejoined that it would be the first time 
a majority had lowered 
to the will 
of the minority and added that the atti- 
tude of Brisson and Sadi-Oarnot was un- 
worthy of republicans. They urged them 
to witdraw in favor of DeFrecinet after 
Ferry had obtained the most votes. 


SEOOND BAIiliOT. 


The second ballot resulted: 
Ferry, 
216; DeFreyoinet, 196; Brisson, 79; 
Sadi-Oarnot, 61. 


The papers condemn the message sent 
by President Grevy to the chambers 
yesterday with his resignation. 


M. Floquet has withdrawn his resig- 
nation as president of the chamber of 
deputies. 


The military re-inforcements are ar- 
riving in the city. The 
Bepuhlique 
Francaiae 
says that the attempt 
to 
ostracise Ferry was really aimed at the 
whole party who, however, will not allow 
themselves to be excluded from sharing 
in the affairs of the republic. 


The senators and deputies of the right 
dived in their choice of candidate. 
The 
senators support General Sausaier, while 
the deputies support General Appert. 
It is certain that a number of the mem- 
bers of the right will support M. Sadi- 
Carnot. 


The congress of senators and deputies 
to elect a successor to President Grevy 
was opened at 2 o'clock by M. Leroyer, 
president of the senate, who declared 
the national assembly duly constituted 
to elect a presidei.t. 


Deputy Michelin, an irreconciliable, 
asked leave to make a motion, but the 
president refused to allow him to do so, 
declaring that the assembly was an elec- 
torial college. Paul De Oassagnae ob- 
served that the assembly was a sovereign 
Gantier and contested the competency 
of the president to limit the assembly's 
rights. 


President Leroyer replied: " I take 
my stand on the constitution." 
M. 
Michelin wished to propose to revise the 
constitution. 
The president again de- 
clined to allow Michelin's 
proposal 
to be made. THIRD BALLOT. 


On the third trial ballot 505 republi- 
can senatora and deputies of the left 
voted. 
The vote stood: 
Ferry, 179; 
Sadi-Oarnot, 
163; DeFreycinet, 
109; 
Brisson, 52; scattering, 3. 


FOUBTH TBIAIi. 


This ballot resulted: 
Sadi-Oarnot, 
185; Ferry, 35; DeFreyoinet; 203; Bris- 
son, 10. 


THB BBOULAB BALLOT. 


The balloting for the election of presi- 
dent began at 2:15. At 4:15 p. m. the 
ballot was closed and the vote is now be- 
ing counted. 
Oongress adjourned until 
4:15 p. m. 


The count result: Sadi-Oarnot, 303; 
Ferry, 212; Sanssier, 148; DeFreycinet, 
76; General Appert, 72; Brisson, 26; 
scattering, 26. 


8ADI-CARN0T ELECTED.

3.-Th^committee 
appointed by the American Philolgoical 
society last night discussed the adapta- 
bility of an universal language, "Yola- 
puk," and in substance report that while 
such a language is very desirable, they 
did not regard "Volopuk" as that which 
is suited to the needs of modem thought. 
On the contrary 
it 
seems to 
us 
a distinct retrogression in 
linguistic 
progress. 
Nor, in this day of combined 
activities, does it appear to us likely that 
any one individual can so appreciate the 
needs of the civilized nations as to frale 
tongue to suit them all. Such a task 
should be confided to an intemationid 
committee from six or seven of the lead- 
ing Aryan nationalities.

WAsmNOTON, Dec. 3.—''I believe the 
seven or eight contests in the house will 
all be disposed of by the early part of 
February," said Judge Lowry, who is 
contesting the seat of Captain White, 
of the Twelfth Indiana distriot, talking 
of congressional matters this morning. 
"There have been delays in the dispo- 
sition of contests during the past," con- 
tinued Judge Lowry, "and there were 
seemingly no grounds for such delays. 
The tesMmony in all the cases now pend- 
ing: has been presented early, and the 
representatives on either side are here 
or will be here by the time congress 
goes to work when it reconvenes in Jan- 
uary.

that some of the cases will be disposed 
of during the latter part of January, and 
that the delays which have been occa- 
sioned in the past will not be experienced 
in the future."

SHOULD A MAN AGREE WITH HIS 
WIFE!

The Reeent (irowth of the Argentine 
Republic. 


During the last twenty-five years the 
population of the Argentine Republic 
has increased 154 per cent., while that 
of the United States has increased but 
7ii per cent., and the city of Buenos 
Ayres is growing faster than Minne- 
apolis or Denver. 
Last year it re- 
ceived 124,000 immigrants from Eu- 
rope, and the natural increase is very 
large. 
The newcomers 
are mostly 
Italians and Basques, with a sprinklmg 
of Germans, Swiss, and Swedes, 
To 
tempt the immigrants into the agricul- 
tural districts the Government has 
enacted land laws even more liberal 
than ours. 
Each head of a family is 
entitled to 250 acres free, and as much 
more as he desires to purchase, to a 
limit of 1,500 acres, at about 75 cents 
an acre in our money. 
Or the settler 
may acquire 1,500 acres free after five 
years by planting 200 acres to grain 
and 24 acres to timber. 
Free trans- 
portation from Buenos Ayres to the 
place of location is grented to all 
settlers and their families, exemption 
from taxation for ten years, and colon- 
ization societies are organized which 
issue bonds guaranteed by the Govern- 
ment, 
the 
proceeds of 
which 
are 
loaned to the settlers in sums not 
greater than $1,00U, for five years, 
with interest at six per cent,, upon the 
cultivation of a certain amount of land 
and the erection of a certain amount 
of improvements. 
The results of these 
beneficent laws are conspicuous. 
In 
188G nearly i)U0,0U0 acres of wild land 
were ploughed and planted. 
One firm 
in Buenos Ayres sold 1,200 reapers 
manufactured in the United States, 
and other firms a 
lesser 
number; 
elevators are being erected upon the 
banks of the rivers, from which wheat 
is loaded into vessels for Brazil and 
Europe, and the average crop was 
twenty-two bushels of wheat to the 
acre.— William E. Curtis, in 
Harper's 
Mag iziiie. 


The Stery of a Celebraletl Horse. 
In the 
city of Cold water, 
Mich., 
there is a large sorrel horse, known bv 
the name of "Old Sam." 
He is the 
most popular hcM-se in town. 
In his 
younger days he was used as an omni- 
bus horse, and he and his mate, a large 
bay, were so well trained that they 
would turn up to the principal hotel, 
and back the omnibus up to the side- 
walk to let the passengers out, without 
being guided at all by the driver. 
I ^One stormy night the train was late; 
and while waiting at the train for pas- 
sengers the driver fell asleep. 
"Old 
Sam" and his companion, after stand- 
ing about as long as usual» started up 
town ou their own account, backed up 
at the hotel in the usual way, and then 
went over to the livery stable where 
they were kept. 


When the war broke out the citizens 
of Coldwater equipped the "Loomis 
Battery" with some of the finest horses 
that went into the army, and among 
them was "Old Sam," 
He was in a 
great many bottles, but came out un- 
hurt ; and, at the close of the war, the 
soldiers bought him of the Government 
and presented him to Gen. Loomis, 
who first commanded the battery.

IlECORATlifG THE H0M2. 


CURTAINS. 


Cheap curtain materials seem almost 
endless in variety, and cu.-tains add so 
much to the appearance of a home that it 
is in the power of every housekeeper to 
possess them. 
Imitation white luce cur- 
tains when spotlessly cleair. are desirable 
for all rooms except parlorj, bat it is so 
difficult to keep them in snowy perfection, 
and there are so many colored patterns in 
the imitation Madras and Mexican gauzes 
offered in the shops that it is wisest to 
leave th»» former alone. 
The iiauzes retail 
for 10 to 15 cents a yard upward, and come 
in floral, Greek and other patterns in all 
new tints. Some show a mingling of terra- 
cotta and olive green on a buff «round, or 
brown and crimson on an olive ground, 
both very desirable for a dining or Bitting 
room. 
For bed-rooms axe shown pink and 
blue flowers on a cream ground, pale green 
and white, gray and blue aud other pretty 
combinations. 
They may be 
suspended 
from ash poles with brass rings or placed 
on small brass rods close to the windows, 
outside of the shades, and fastened mid- 
way the sash with ribbons or slight brass 
rings. 


Scrim in cream, ecrn and white is shown 
in a number of designs, and some of the 
prettiest sell as low as six and eight cents 
a yard. It will wash nicely with a little 
care and has a fresh, clean look that other 
materials lack. 


Unless nbbon of good qnality can be 
used for looping it is better to take the cur- 
tain material for the purpose, cutting it in 
long strips and sewing together in a doable 
band. 
The money saved from the ribbon 
is better invested ia the brass or wooden 
rods and rings on which to hang the cur- 
tains. 
The former is more durable, and as 
it com99 in slender poles, more appropri- 
ate for light curtains. 
A rod a half inch in 
diameter may be purchased for eight or ten 
cents a foot, the rings for a few cents a 
dozen, and the brackets to support it at 
either side for ten cents each. 


Old furniture may be polished up by 
using a shellac varnish prepared as follows: 
A wide-mouthed bottle, good alcohol, as 
much as you want, pint or quart. 
Shellac 
added as long as it will dissolve. 
Shake 
well, set in a warm place, then Fhake once 
in awhile. 
It will keep indefinitely if kept 
well corked. 
Should be made several days 
before using. 
When wanted for use turn 
out a little in a saucer (it evaporates 
quickly). It should be a little thinner than 
good situp. 
If too thick add a little alco- 
hol. 
Use a small, flat varnish brush. 
It is 
easy to handle and goes into all the crev- 
ices. 
An old kid g ove protects the hand. 
The alcohol flies off quickly and leaves a 
tiiin coating of shellac. It is quickly done, 
quickly dry, covers scratches, and gives 
furniture a new look. 
Soak the brush 
when done in alcohol, cleaning uutil soft, 
then it is ready for next time. 
Save the 
alcohol used in cleaning, putting it in the 
varnish bottle.

A pretty home-made clock frame may be 
made by taking an ordinary eight-day, 
moon-faced timepiece with a common 
wooden frame, and having a large square 
case fltt-ad to it, covering all but the face 
and outside ring. Cover this wooden case 
with plush or velvet, silver tbe rim of the 
clock, and put a pretty design if you wish 
it on tbe plush, something appropriate, and 
as sketchily done as possible in oil. 
One 
clock done in this way was covered with 
old gold plu-ih and had a little design in 
white of Time and his sickle. 
This was 
an effective mantel ornament.

It consists of a small, low, white painted 
screen, with leaves. It is simply a frame 
like an ordinary clothes-horse; the first or 
top half can be paneled each side with 
Japanese paper, or else have canvas light- 
ly fastened to it, and covered with white 
enameled paint. 
Wheu dry, a spray of 
yellow roses, with brown foliage, should 
be stretched across one side, with some yel- 
low honeysuckes on the other. 
The lower 
half of tbe screen is made by hanging a 
curtain of soft yellow silk or plush all 
the way along each division, aud this 
makes a valuable little corner in a room, 
while a shelf can be added, if desired, just 
behind the painting, enameled with Aspin- 
all's enamel paint. 


A nice cover ior a little odd-and-end 
table upon which old china or bric-a-brac 
are displayed, can be made of stamped vel- 
vet, edged with dark lace, and should be 
made to fit the table. 


Sofa cushions are of endless variety, and 
were never more popular. 


When one tires of a chair, instead of hav- 
ing it reupholstered, a rug is bought and 
thrown over it. 
Ladies who know the 
charm of such an ai-rangement are con- 
stantly on the lookout for remnants of 
heavy brocade and raw silk.

chair or divan, long hat pins being used to 
hold them in place.

Am Immense Con«»» Where th« Konui 
and Other Books Are Prepared. 


The Eishore publishing house is sit- 
uated on the Hazrat Gunge, the main 
street of Lucknow. 
The 
buildings 
are numerous, but low, mostly of one 
stor^, after the native fashion, and ex- 
ceedingly plain. 
Many of them are 
mere sheds, where the work is done in 
full view of othero on the 
premises. 
The roofs are of brick tiling. 
These 
buildings cover a vast spat e, which is 
divided into many alleys and 
nonde- 
script passageways 
running 
at 
all 
angles with each other, and describing 
such curves as one can 
find 
in 
the 
denser parts of Lübeck and Nurem- 
berg. 
I 
entered the premises by a 
long lane running at right angles from 
the main street, says Bishop Hurst, in 
Harper^s 
Magaznie. 
No one in pass- 
ing along the street would suspect, tin- 
less he shotild turn into the lane, the 
number of men hard at work at 
the 
farther end or the wonderful magni- 
tude of their operations. 
The orders 
are constantly coming in from all India, 
and even froiu Afganistan, Arabia, and 
Turkey in Europe. 
The mauy people 
engaged in carrying on this business 
have all they can do to fill the orders 
and prepare for new ones on the way. 
Were the buildings covering such 
an 
area as this in Europe, and four or five 
stories high, yet turning out no 
more 
work than these primitive huts 
and 
sheds, their value could not 
be less 
than $500,0 ¡0. 
But in l.ucknow value 
those many buildings and the ground 
covered 
by them would not sell for 
more than' about $40,000 
The 
huts 
have no wooden floors. Mother earth 
is the common resting-place. The men 
and boys in great number sit on the 
earthen floor in all possible positions 
and ca-ry ou their work. 
They 
set 
type, read proof, and bind the sheets 
while sitting squat on the ground. 


There is a great disproijortion 
be- 
tween the amount of type and the vol- 
umes printed. 
While there is an im- 
mense quantity of type used in 
Kis- 
hore's house, the lithographing of a 
whole book is a favorite procedure. 
I 
have a copy of the koran, bought upon 
the premises, which is one foot long 
and eight inches broad, and I am quite 
sure that not a type was used in the 
printing 
of 
it. 
The 
plates 
are 
lithographs, and of excellent 
finish. 
As this particular volume was intended 
to be illustrated in colors, the diilieulty 
was to supply the cuts. 
This, of 
course, could have been met by a sep- 
arate impression. 
Bnt that is not 
Kisliore's methods. 
All these blanks 
are 
filled 
by colored illustrations ap- 
p ied by hand. 
These are quite rudely 
done, and yet the pictures are striking, 
and to an Oriental eye must be attract.- 
ive. 
For 
the koran which 1 bought, 
having 317 pages, 
with 
numerous 
manual illustrations, 
bound in 
full 
leather, the price was only 


But while a large portion of the work 
in this Mohammedan publishing house 
is done upon stone instead of type, 
there is also an immense amount of the 
usual type-setting and casting. 
The 
Arabic and some of the Hindoo tongues 
are very favorable for engraving 
on 
stone. 
The whole alphabet, in several 
cases, consists of curves which can be 
easily executed by sharp tools. 


A Marvelous MaUstone. 


Mr. B. L. Milam, an old and respect- 
ed 
citizen of Waterford, Miss., pos- 
sesses a madstone that has a history. 
Jt was brought to Alabama from China 
in IKIO by IJr. William Barker, who 
used it with success for several years. 
At his death it was sold to the father 
of Mr. Milam and four others. 
Milam 
moved to Mississippi in 
and took 
the stone with him, having bought out 
the interest of his partners. 
He died 
in ISIU and left the stone to his son. 
The present proprietor has used it in 
1,2~0 cases, for bites of rabid dogs, 
cows, and horses, besides spiders and 
snake-bites, and he asserts that it did 
not fail to eflfect a cure in a single in- 
stance, when applied before paroxysms 
had set in. 


The stone is porous, of a light cream 
color, one and a quarter inches in 
diameter, and weighs one ounce. 
It 
has been broken in five places, ftnd is 
mended with 
silver bands. 
When a 
person is bitten the wound is first care- 
fully washed with warm water, a mop 
being used to guard against danger to 
the operator 
from infected blood or 
pus. 
I he stone is then bound tightly 
upon the affected part and left there 
from two to fifteen fiours, according to 
the freshness of the bite—the older it 
is the longer time necessary. 
When 
removed it is found to have absorbed a 
quantity of blood or pus from the 
wound. 
It is then washed clean in 
warm water and dried before a fire or 
stove. 
Mr. Milam has been offered 
$5,000 for his treasure, but refuses to 
sell. 
He g e t s a good revenue from it, 
charging tho8<i patients who are able 
to pay, 
but 
its virtues are more fre- 
quently called into play to save the 
lives of unfortunates who have nothing 
to give in return. 
It is to Mr. ISIilam's 
credit that these are never refused, 
and that he values the stone most for 
the good it does to suffering humanity. 
He is greatly troubled lest at his death 
his children should divide it up and 
thus destroy 
its 
Virtue.—Memphis 
Avalanche.

Our muscles require exercise to de- 
velop them and to keep them in proper 
condition. 
I reckon that two hours a 
day of bodily work or exercise will keep 
a person off the sick list, three hours 
daily will put him in fair health, while 
four or more will keep him in good 
health. 
Those whose Uves are sedent- 
ary must walk from six to eight miles a 
day; this may be taken in the morning 
or in the evening. 
It is a good plan to 
walk to and from business if possible, 
or where this is impossible to have a 
good walk at night after tea, or late 
dinner.

The Chino.se. 


We once asked a famous coleopterist, 
says the Chine.se 
Tim^Sy 
whether he 
did not regret having devoted his life 
to such a narrow study. 
"No," he em- 
phatically replied; "if I could live my 
lile again, I would devote it to one 
family of beetles." 
A melancholy ex- 
ample of the dominatiou of one idea. 
Of all civilized people, the most con- 
spicuously in want of relief for the mo- 
notony of their ideas are the Chinese. 
The Hindus have their fre<iuent poo- 
jahs, which make great inroa<la into 
their working time; the Mohammedans 
have their festivals; the Burmese are 
always gay and re juire very little pre- 
text to hiave a "pooay," or entertain- 
ment; the Manila Indians and Aiestizos 
lead quite a merry life, and the Japa- 
nese we know to be the best holiday 
makers in tbe world. 
But when we 
come to the Chinese we see a plod, 
plod, plod from year's end to year's 
end; and, with the exception of a day 
or two's ruinous dissipation on the oc- 
casion of a marriage or a funeral, and 
a little dumb-show ceremony at the 
family 
grave, the ordinary life of a 
Chinese appears to foreign eyes as dull 
as that of a galley-slave. 
Even the 
rich are little better oft' than the poor, 
owing to the absence of means of recre- 
ation and their inability to enjoy those 
that do or might exist. 
An official dare 
not attend a theater for the fear of be- 
ing denounced, and to go for a half 
day's picnic would expose him to tbe 
attacks of the censors. 
The amuse- 
ment of the Chinese officials must, 
therefore, be kept within the privacy 
of their own walls, and unless they 
have a strong taste for literature or 
curio collecting, they must often be 
tempted to fall back on jjersonal in- 
trigue of various ki ds, merely to oc- 
cupy the vacant chambers of the mind. 
Is it this that causes high Chinese 
officials to engage themselves in the 
pettiest deta Is, which in other coun- 
tries would be relegated to quite sub- 
ordinate functionaries? 
The absence 
of healthy recreation appears to act 
on the mind as a privation of vegetable 
diet does on the body; in the one case 
the defect may be' remedied by lime 
juice; what is the cure for the other? 


The aversion to physical exercise, 
partly innate and partly imposed by 
the oi)pres8Íve canons of social eti- 
quette, is perhaps the most morally de- 
structive of all forms of the privations 
of 
amusement. 
Moral health 
has 
great difficulty in maintaining 
itself 
without frequent and copious draughts 
from the refreshing springs of nature; 
and the life that is mewed up between 
brick walls, in an atmosphere 
laden 
with 
odious effiuvia, is of 
necessity 
thrown back on its own inner darkness, 
with what consequence it is easy to im- 
agine. 
All forms of open-air amuse- 
ment are, therefore, to be considered 
as boons to the Chinese, and if on the 
love for gambling, already well de- 
veloped, could be engrafted the love 
of true sport, it would be a sign of 
that awakening from the sleep of ages 
which a celebrated essayist has lately 
enlarged upon. 


Life's Forces, 


Fifty years ag 
said Sir Henry E. 
Eoscoe in his late address as President 
of the British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, the connection 
exiatiug between the laws of life, vege- 
table and animal, and the phenomena 
of inorganic chemistry was ill under- 
stood. 
The idea that the functions of 
living beings are controlled by the same 
forces, chemical and physical, which 
regulate the changes in the inanimate 
world was one then held by only a 
very few of the foremost thinkers of 
the time. 
The picture presented 
to 
the student of to-day is a very different 
one. 
We now believe that no such 
conflict is po.ssible, but that life is gov- 
erned by chemical and physical forces, 
even though we cannot 
in every case 
explain its phenomena in terms of these 
forces; but whether these tend to con- 
tinue or to en.I existence depends upon 
their nature and amount, and that dis- 
ease and death are as much a conse- 
quence of the operation of chemical 
and phy.sical laws as are health and 
l i f e . — . Í r/cafi .saiv Tra 
eler. 


A STKiKiNo instance of labor-saving 
machinery is that whioh makes tin 
cans. 
One of the machines used in the 
process solders the longitudinal seams 
of the cans at the rate of fifty a minute, 
the cans rushing along in a continuous 
stream. 
Of course a drop or two of 
solder is left on the can. 
The drop on 
the outside is easily wiped off", but it is 
not so easy to secure the drop left on 
the inside. 
An ingenious workman has 
patented an arrangement for wiping 
the inside of the can without stopping 
the machinery. 
Result, several thou- 
sand dollars in royalties in his own 
pocket, and a saving of fifteen dollars' 
worth of solder per day to the firm that 
uses it. 
Thirty thousand cans are .a 
day's work for this machine. 


A MAN in Iowa has spent fourteen 
years in solving the problem of boring 
a square hole, and he has succeeded. 
A company is organized to put his in- 
vention on the market. 
It is simply 
an oscillating head with chisel edges 
and projecting lips, which cut out the 
eorners in advance of the chisel. 
The 
balance of the machine is an almost 
an exact counterpart of the old-style 
luring machine. 
It will cut a 2x4 
mortice in from four to five minutes, 
and doing it with perfect accuracy, that 
a carpenter cannot possibly complete 
in less than half an hour.

Wrftiiig a Poem. 


The poet HaUeck, the author of 
"Marco Bozzaris," used to keep his 
poems by him a long time, that he 
might give them the last and happiest 
touches. Possessing a tenacious ver- 
bal memory, he composed his poems 
without committing them to writing. 
He revised them in the same manner, 
murmuring them to himself as he 
walked the streets of New York or 
rambled in the country. Mr. Wm. C. 
Bryant, in his address on Halleck's life 
and writings, told this story illustrat- 
ing the poet's habits of composition: 


"I remember that once in crossing 
Washington Park I saw Halleck before 
me and quickened my pace to overtake 
him. As I drew near I heard him 
croning to himself what seemed to be 
lines of verse, and as he threw back 
his hands in walking I perceived that 
they quivered with the feeling of the 
passage he was reciting. 


"I instantly checked my pace and 
fell back out of reverence for the 
mood of inspiration which seemed to 
be upon him, and fearful lest I should 
intercept the birth of a poem destined 
to be the delight of thousands of 
readers." 


There are those who still read Hal- 
leck's poems. "Marco Bozzaris" re- 
mains a favorite of declaiming school- 
boys, because they admire the graceful- 
ness of the diction, and the melody of 
the words, and the transparent clear- 
ness of expression which allows the 
thought to enter the mind undimmed 
or undistorted. 


These qualities, not so marked in 
modern poetry as they should be, were 
not gained by hasty composition, but 
by patent revision, such as Horace 
commends. 


"It is much harder work," said 
learned judge, "to rewrite an old opin 
ion than it is to write a new one; but 
the old opinion is more likely to be a 
better one, and the work of revision is 
a mental benefit to mvself."

TTESTEBN BEEF 


Is Placed Upon the Local Market and 
Down Go the Prices. 


There is something of a stir and a little 
talk among the butchers of the city 
in regard to the revolution in prices that 
the introduction of western beef into our 
city is producing. 
This western, or 
Ghicago beef as it is called, is grown in 
Texas, Colorado and other 
western 
states and territories, sent to Ghicago, 
where it is slaughtered in the great 
slaughter houses there, and then sent in 
car load lots or less to the different cities 
of the country for the retail trade, 


A good deal of it reaches this city and 
the dealers who are engaged in its sale 
are enjoying a big boom in their trade 
because they are enabled to sell beef 
from two to three cents a pound less 
than the dealers who trade in nothing 
but home-grown beef, or that which is 
bought from the farmers in the vicinity 
of the city. 


Opinions seem to be somewhat divided 
among the butchers as to the merits of 
the dressed beef which is imported into 
the city. Of course those who deal in it 
claim that it is just as good, and much 
better, than that bought of the farmers, 
while those who do not handle it claim 
otherwise and say that it is unwhole- 
some and unfit in many cases for food. 
However this may be, there is a large 
quantity of it being sold and all classes 
of people are profiting from the reduc- 
tion in prices of meat, which its intro- 
duction has caused.

Loreto. 


When the French sacked Northern 
Italy, as they afterward sacked the whole 
of Spain, the vast treasure of Loreto 
did not escape them- They stripped 
the Cathedral of all its valuable, and, 
among other things, the Virgin of Lo- 
reto, with her diamonds and emeralds, 
was transported to Paris. From 1797 
to 1801 the little figure of cedar wood

in 
captivity 
like 
Pius 
the 
Seventh 
himsell 
But 
in 
1801 
the 
captive Pope 
obtained 
possession 
of 
it, 
and eventually 
returned it to Loreto, with a magnifi- 
cent apparel of pearls, brilliants, emer- 
alds and topazes, and it was welcomed 
with tears of joy by the priests and 
people. 
Since then the treasury has 
been so well cared for by the opulent 
faithful'that, in spite of assertions to 
the contray, its wealth can be little less 
than it was previous to the depreda- 
tions of the French. 


The following are the recorded di- 
mensions of the mere husk of the 
Santa Casa. 
It is about nineteen 
palms high, forty-three palms in length, 
eighteen in breadth, and two and a 
half in thickness. 
The material is a 
rough kind of tufa, cut in the form of 
enormous bricks, roughly hewn. 
On 
the walls are the traces of some ancient 
frescoes in the Greek Church style of 
art. 


It must be remembered that the 
Santa Casa arrived from Palestine duly 
provided with an altar. 
This altar is 
aow inclosed within the large altar at 
which mass is celebrated many times in 
the week. Kumor says that St. Peter 
himself consecrated the small altar, 
which is some six palms long by five 
in height. 


Besides the altar and the precious 
figure of St. Luke's carving, there were 
found in a little cupbord of the Santa 
Casa a couple of bowls, which were at 
once said to be those used by the holy 
family in the preparation of their simple 
meals. 
The 
bowls 
are 
carefu ly 
mounted in gilt bronze, in a red leather 
case. 
Originally they were set in gold, 
but the French stripped them of that.

Scenes in a Southern Gitj. 


"If it bé áítérnocm f\rlien the pilgrim 
from a foreign land saunters alOno and 
lonely tl^:ough th^. towii, lie had better 
leave the heart of the citj and join the 
throngs that occupy the broad highway 
leading to the station, writes a corre- 
spondent from San Jose, Costa Bica, to 
the San Francisco Chronicle. 
IT is 
quite the most popular paseo—a wide 
street, a well-paved sidewelk bordered 
by a stone wall ingeniously arranged its 
entire length as a firm and commodious 
seat. Then there is the green of trees 
and shrubs near at hand, the clustered 
roofs of the city beyond, and, further 
: still, a deep purple in the westering 
light—the Cadelari. 


The first thing the stranger notices is 
that the fair señoritas, although they 
may wear Parisian dresses, wear neither 
gloves nor bonnets, and their graceful 
forms hide their shapely contour under 
heavy shawls drawn across the shoul- 
ders and folded over the arms in front. 
Then he seed that the maidens cover 
the natural nut-brown tinge of their 
faces with rouge and powder, in striking 
contrast to the brown fingers that gath- 
er up the folds of their silken draperies. 
Their bwe heads reveal the shining 
waves of their abundant hair.

there is a general sense of standing in a 
perfumer's shop with the stoppers 
drawn out of half the bottles.

saddest truth of all, they are not grace- 
ful. Their grandmothers surely walked 
with more easy, undulating motions 
when they trod their native heath bare- 
footedi balancing their olla of water on 
their firm, erectly carried héads. 


The men are of the same order as the 
women. They sit on the stone benches 
or saunter aimlessly with the stream, 
giving glance for glance. "tSanta Maria 
for Santa Maria," puffing assiduously, 
meanwhile, at their eternal 
cigars; 
well-dressed, IvelMooking, but withal 
totally unlike their cousins who stroll 
down Broadway or the Boise. 


Then, as evening deepens, it will not 
be amiss for our traveler to wander 
wearily down La Calle del General 
Fernandez to the park. 
It is a charm- 
ing spot of ground, and as he seats him- 
self near a bed of gardenias and snowy 
camellias, a brilliant parrot swinging 
by its hooked bill to a branch over- 
head, a toucan with golden breast and 
ebon wings flashing across his path, all 
the gilded youth wandering in twos and 
threes along the graveled walk, the 
band will make the air musical with 
either slow and dreamy chords or with 
the majesty of sonorous peals that stir 
the heart like the trumpet call to bat- 
tle. And so sitting, so listening, he 
inay raise his eyes to the cathedral, 
looming up stately and imposing against 
the crimson and purple skies. 


It may be Sunday night, and the for- 
lorn one rises from the dinner table 
and 
goes 
to 
the 
theater: for— 
"wicked 'tis, 'tis true"—the bells, the 
church bells, are ringing, and the jan- 
gle and the discord drive the last re- 
ligious thought out of his mind. It may 
be a feast day, and rockets will be fly- 
ing through the air, "to wake up God," 
as the writer heard one devout Catho- 
lic say. Be that as it may, the jingling 
of the bells makes the unfortunate long 
for a land where Sunday is unknown, 
and where churches have no abiding 
foundations. 


Wives as the Leaves for Kumber. 
To this day the Mikado has twelve 
"wives," besides the legitimate Em- 
press, and the heir apparent, little 
Prince Haru ("spring"), is the sou of 
one of these concubines. 
This is, per- 
haps, the strongest evidence of the 
semi-civilization to be found in Japan. 
The children of concubines are legiti- 
mate, and it very often happens that 
the mistress of the household urges 
her husband to take one or more "as- 
sistant" wives. But the position of 
wives in Japan is a puzzing subject, 
and one which cannot be intelligibly 
explained within the limits of a letter. 
For, while concubinage is still custom- 
ary, a movement in the opposite direc- 
tion is very pronounced. 
The girls' 
normal schools and other high educa- 
tional establishments in Japan are ad- 
mirably conducted, and ladies now be- 
gin to go into society, in the company 
of their husbands—an unheard-of pro- 
ceeding ten years ago. New marriage 
laws have been dratted, and are apt to 
be put in force some time next year, 
and the better educated classes, espe- 
cially those who come in frequent con- 
tact with foreigners, are outspoken 
against concubinage. 


Electricity from Fuel, 


Though the problem of converting 
heat directly into electricity has re- 
ceived much attention, as its great im- 
portance would warrant, no thermo 
battery has yet been capable of return- 
ing one per cent, of the energy repre- 
sented by the fuel applied to it. 
Mr. 
Edison, however, in his "pyromagnetic 
generator of electricity," as described 
at the recent meeting of the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science, believes himself able to get 
electric power directly from coal with 
an economy equal to, and probably 
greatly exceeding, that of the indirect 
method of ordinary dynamos. His appa- 
ratus is based on the principle that the 
magnetic metals—iron, nickel and co- 
balt—lose their magnetizability when 
moderately heated, the heating and 
cooling of these metals in a magnetic 
field causing variations in their magnet- 
ism which jjroduce an electric current 
in a surrounding coil of wire.—Arkan- 
saw Traveler.

At the supreme moment Masaniello 
sprang upon a fruiterer's table.

crowd already recognized their leader.

He bade them rejoice, for the hour of 
their deliverance was at hand. 
St.

Clubs, knives, and bars 
of iron were pressed into the service ; 
and the mob, thas armed, preceded by 
the banner boys of Masaniello, turned 
in their wild justice toward the palace 
of the Viceroy. 
Their way lay past the 
prison of St. James. 
They halted there 
to burst the doors and to add the 
prisoners to their number. 


At length they reached the palace. 
The guards who stood at arms before 
the gates were swept away. The Vice- 
roy, Ponce de Leon, Duke of Arcos, 
and those about him, strove to secure 
themselves behind the inner doors. 
But the barricades were broken in. 
The Duke was hunted like a thief from 
room to room, and forced at last, at the 
peril of his life, to drop from a back 
window by a rope, and fly in a close 
carriage to the castle of St Elmo. 


Then the palace was sacked from 
floor to roof.

It is ninety-eight years since 
the Book Concern was organized to 
publish books and periodicals for the 
denomination. For forty-four years it 
was in Philadelphia, and then property 
was bought at 303 Mulberry 
street. 
New York. 
Here misfortune befell 
it, and the entire establishment was 
burned otlt in 1836. Bnt it was rebuilt, 
and the press-rooms are still there. 
The building now occupied, nearly op- 
posite Stewart's old store, was pur- 
chased by ihe Book Concern and the 
Missionar^ ^ociet> foi $900,000. For a 
longliime a debt oppressed the two or- 
ganization^, but this was paid off finally 
about two years ago. 
Now the prop- 
erty is worth more than was paid for 
it 
There is toom in it fot thé printing 
and book-binding establishments màn- 
aged bxthelpo|t »gentsof the çhuçchj, 
but the DuïïdiîÎg 
unsuited fér ^ e 
work. 
So it h ^ been decided to seU 
it and the Mulberry street ^pro^erty^ 
and put up a Vmtable'1>undiiig oil tfiê 
new site, that is 104x170 feet, and cost 
'^^9,000. 
Enough will be realized by 


the sale of the old property to pur- 
chase the new site and erect a hand- 
some structure. 
It is hoped to have it 
ready for use in two years, and the 
great publishing house will go forward 
with its work in new and suitable quar- 
ters for another century.—Brooklyn 
Times.

I confess I have little respect for the 
objection which is often interposed to 
the use of the term "working-classes." 
Every now and then some lawyer or 
professor or editor informs the public 
that he works twelve or fifteen hours a 
day himse.f; that he is just as much a 
working-man as any carpenter or cot- 
ton-spinner; that we are all working- 
men together; and that the use of this 
term, in application to a section of the 
community, 
is both 
etymologically 
wrong and economically misleading. 
Indeed, I know one highly intelligent 
gentleman who sincerely believes that 
the correction of our popular speech in 
this regard will nearly, if not quite, re- 
move all our labor troubles and restore 
industrial peace. 


Now, I cannot take this view of the 
expression in question. • « • There 
are few familiar phrases whose purport is 
not larger, or smaller, or in some way 
different from the logical significance 
of the 
words 
composing them, if 
brought together for the first time. 
The term working-classes is sufficiently 
descriptive for the use to which it is 
put in discussions regarding the or- 
ganization of industry and the distribu- 
tion of wealth. 
There are large and 
important bodies of producers who are 
clearly enough pointed out thereby, 
and who well enough understand them- 
selves to be meant 
It is not an of- 
fensive appellation, for it is self-im- 
posed. It is not an inexact expression, 
for no one not intended by it would 
deem himself, or be deemed by others, 
to be included. 


As to the notion that the use of this 
term deceives anybody, or creates the 
impression that professional men and 
employers of labor, shopkeepers and 
clerks, artists, and teachers, do not, in 
their own way, work, and generally 
work long and hard—4k deems to me 
too trifiing io deserve attentioa* If the 
labor problem is to bo scWed by call- 
ing the workiisg-classes by 
another 
name, it must 
a very simple prob- 
lem, and the working-classes musl^be 
very simpli)» too. ^Om.

The process consists in burning one 
gramme of the coal or fuel in a small 
platinum crucible, supported on the 
bowl of a tobacco pipe and covered by 
an inverted glass test tube, 
through 
which is passed a stream of oxygen, 
while the whole is placed under water 
in a glass vessel. 
The oxygen is fed 
into the test tube by a movable copper 
tube, which may be pushed into the 
test tube so as to come immediately 
over the crucible. 
The coal burns 
away in a few mintues with very in- 
tense heat, and the hot gases escape 
through the water, the bubbles being 
broken up by passing through sheets of 
wire gauze which stretch between the 
test tubes and the walls of the vessel 
containing the water in which it is 
placed» The temperature of the water 
is taken before and after the experi- 
ment, and from the figures, thus ob- 
tained the heating power of the coal is 
calculated.

THE 
FIRST 
I.IGHTXIXG-ROD. 


If we are to believe an Austrian pa- 
per, the first lightning-rod was not con- 
structed by Franklin, but by a monk of 
Seuftenberg, in Bohemia, named Pro- 
hop Diwisch, who installed an appara- 
tus the 15th of June, 1751, in the gar- 
den of the curate of Prenditz (Moravia.) 
The apparatus was composed of a pole 
surmounted by an iron rod supporting 
twelve curved-up branches, and termi- 
nating in as many metallic boxes filled 
with iron ore and closed by a boxwood 
cover, traversed by twenty-seven sharp 
iron points, which plunged at their 
base in the ore. All the system was 
united to the earth by a large chain. 
The enemies of Diwisch, jealous of his 
success at the Court of Vienna, excited 
the peasants of the locality against 
him, and under the pretext that his 
lightning-rod was the cause of the great 
drought, they made him take down the 
lightning-rod which he had utilized for 
liix years.

population of the Argentine Itepublic 
has in created 1*4 p«r cent., while that 
of the Vnit'-d States has increased but 
7'.' per cent., and the city of lluenoa 
Ayres is growing faster than Minne- 
apolis or Denver. Last year it re- 
ceived 124,000 immigrants from Ku- 
rope, and the natural increase is very 
large. 
The newcomers are mostly 


Italian! and basques, with a sprinkling 
of (iennans, Swiss, and Swedes. To 
tempt the immigrants into tbe agricul- 
tural districts the Government has 
enacted land laws even more liberal 
than ours, 
Ksxrh head of a family is 


entitled to 250 acre* free, and as much 
more as he desires to purchase, to a 
limit of l,.V>t acres, at about 75 cents 
am acre in our money. Or the aettler 
may acquire 1,-VW acres free after five 
rrarft by p' an ting 'Jxi acre* to grain 
and 21 acres to timber. Free trans- 
portation from Buenos Ayres to the 
place of location is granted to all 
nettleM and their families, exemption 
from taxation for ten years, and colon- 
ization societies are organized which 
issue lionds guaranteed by the Govern- 
ment, the proceeds of which are 
loaned to the settlers in sums not 
greater than $1.0iX), for five years, 
with interest at six per cent., npon the 
cultivation of a certain amount of land 
and the erection of a certain amount 
of improvements. The results of these 
twneficent laws are conspicuous. In 
iM^ii nearly MiO.OiNl acres of wild land 
were ploughed and planted. One firm 
in Hueno* Ayres *old 1,JOO reapers 
manufactured in the United State*, 
and other firmn a lesser number ; 
elevators are being erected npon the 
banks of the rivers, from which wheat 
ia loaded into vessels for Krazil and 
Europe, and the average crop was 
twenty -two bushels of wheat to the 
sn-re. — WiUiawK, Curli'y, in

uicklj dry, covert scratches, and givet 
arnitnre a new look. Soak tbt brash 
when done in alcohol, cleaning uitil soft, 
then it it ready for next time.

plantation work, he seldom uses any 
harsh words of command; talks rather 
ia kindly tones, scolds a little if needs 
be, but in rather a parental fashion; 
aikt opinions at timea from swarthy 
old "uncles* who have a standing on 
tbe place u faithful men and experts 
in fane-culture; knows the strong and 
weak points in the character of every 
man in his employment. Indeed, his 
rule is so mild that a stranger to plant- 
ation life wonders how the uncouth 
man* of black laborer* it held together 
and disciplined so as to produce favor* 
able industrial roanlta.— //t« Century.

It was brought to Alabama from China 
in 1*10 by J>r. \\illiam Barker, who 
iiwd it with auccess for nevcral yeara. 
At hia death it waa sold to the father 
of Mr. Milam aud fonr others. 
Milam 


moved to Mississippi in lsT<, and took 
the Ktone with him, having bought out 
the interest of his partners. He died 
in IM1.' and left the Ktoue to him son. 
The present proprietor has used it in 
1,'J-U cases, for bites of rabid dogs, 
cow*, and horws, betides spiders and 
snake-bites, and he asserts that it did 
not fait to effect a cure in a single in- 
stance, when applied before paroiyumn 
had ot-t in.

Chicago beef as it is called, Is grown in 
Texas, Colorado and other western 
states and territorira, aent to Chicago, 
where it ia slaughtered in the neat 
slaughter houses there, and then sent hi 
ear load lots or less to tbe different cities 
of the country for the retail trade, 


A (rood deal of it reaches this city and 


tbe dealers who an engaged in its sale 
are enjoying a big boom in their trade 
because they are enabled to sell beef 
from two to three cents a pound less 
than the dealen who trade in nothing 
but home-grown beef, or that which is 
bought from the farmers In the vicinity 
of the city. 
Opinions seem to be somewhat divided 


among the bntchen as to the merits of 
the dressed beef which te imported Into 
tbe city. Of course those wbo deal in It 
claim that it is jut as good, and mueh 
better, than that bought of the farmer*, 
while those who do not handle it claim 
otherwise and say that It Is unwhole- 
some and unfit in many eaara for food. 
However this may be, there is a large 
quantity of it being sold and all classes 
of people are profiting from the reduc- 
tion in prices of meat, which its intro- 
duction has caused.

Indeed, I know one highly intelligent 
gentleman who sincerely Itelieres that 
the correction of our popular speech in 
this regard will nearly, if not quite, re- 
move all our labor troubles and restore 
industrial peace. 


Now, I cannot take this view of the 


expression in question. * * ' There 
are few familiar phrases whose purport is 
not larger, or smaller, or in some way 
different from the logical significance 
of the 
words 
composing them, il 


brought together for the first time. 
The term working classes is sufficiently 
descriptive for the use to which it it 
put in discussions regarding the or- 
ganization of industry and the distribu- 
tion of weal tli. There are large and 
important bodies of producers who are 
clearly enough pointed out thereby, 
and who well enough under stand them- 
selves to be meant 
It u not an of- 


fensive appellation, for it is self-im- 
po*ed. It is not an inexact expression, 
for no one not intended by it wonl 
deem himself, or be deemed by others, 
to be included.

impression that professional matt 
employers of labor, shopkeej>ers and 
clerks, artists, aud teachers, do not, in 
their own way, work, and generally 
work long ami hard—4t jecms to me 
too trifling V> des*>rvo attention.
